all alike in the way they run. Your 
friend may be a more skilful driver 
than you. but it' is more 
likely that 


your carburetor is not adjusted prop- 
erly. The very fact that you do not 
get the mileage you should and that 
your engine is sluggish suggests that 
the mixture is too rich, assuming, of 
course, that your car is 
driven 
cor- 


rectly. Would suggest that you adjust 
the carburetor so that more air shall 
be admitted to the mixture. 
A leaner 


mixture trill tend not onlyto give better 
mileage per gallon of gasoline, but will 
also be quicker to burn, thereby mak- 
ing the engine livelier. 


Twice while driving my car along 


the road and not using the breaks the 
rear wheels have locked. 
On taking 


off one of the wheels I found that the 
internal brake shoes were broken and

your carburetor Is not adjusted prop- 
erly. The very fact that you do not 
get the mileage you should and that 
your engine Is sluggish suggests that 
the mixture is too rich, assuming, of 
course, that your car is driven 
cor- 


rectly. Would suggest that you adjust 
the carburetor so that more air shall 
be admitted to the mixture. 
A leaner 


mixture will tend not onlyto give better 
mileage per gallon of gasoline, but will 
also be quicker to burn, thereby mak- 
ing the engine livelier.

The very fact thn.t you do not 


get the mileage you should and that 
your engine Is sluggish suggests that 
the mixture is too rich, assuming, of 
course, that your car is 
driven cor- 


rectly. Would suggest that you adjust 
the carburetor so that more air shall 
be admitted to the mixture. A leaner 
mixture will tend not onlyto give hotter 
mileage per gallon of gasoline, but will 
also be quicker to burn, thereby-mak- 
ing the engine livelier.

Fifteen boxmakers employed in local 


factories met Miss -Mabel Gileaplo of 
the state minimum wage commission at 
city hall Monday nl^-bt and discussed 
waijes rmd working conditions in box 
factories. The mitiltmnn wage commis- 
sion was established by legislative act. 
In July, S513. Since that time il has 
taken up the- study of six different lines 
of work: Brush making, corset making, 
laundry wort:, candy making, retail 
store work and box making.

State to Sell Wood to 


Poor for the Cost of 
Cutting 


BOSTON', Oct. 13.—The state fores- 


try department is working on plans 
for selling the wood cut under Iho di- 
rection of the department to poor per- 
sons in the state at the cost of cutting 
and transportation. 
The 
denurtment 


has now 7000 cords of wood cut, and 
if a market can be .secured this supply 
can be increased to 25.000 cords during 
the winter. It is estimated that this 
wood can e delivered to consumers at 
?7 per cord, a figure considerably be- 
low that charged by wood dealers. 


In offering the suggestion the for- 


estry department has no indentions of 
Interfering with the usual tfade of the 
regular wood dealers. • To this .end it 
is- proposed that the wood be sold to 
heedy persons under the direction of 
the overseers of the poor. . 
State Forester Bane and assistant 


Forester Kneeland. who has charge of 
the cutting and disposal of the state 
•svood. will attend the meeting to pre- 
sent the plan from the state's point of 
\ lew. William 11. Manly, president of 
Hie association and secretary of the 
Boston overseers of the poor, has sug- 
gested that, if it is not possible for 
the poor to purchase the wood, the 
relief oflicers might suggest the names 
of families on the border line between 
charitable aid and independence who 
might be only too Klad to secure the 
wood if a distributing yard were es- 
tablished in Boston. 


The wood cutting carried on under 


the direction of the forestry depart- 


I ment is but a. part of 
the 
crusade 


against the brown-tail 
and 
gypsy 


moths. These moths feed upon much 
of the dead and hard v/ood left to rot 
by the farmers. 
By cutting up this 


.wood and selling it the state removes 
a great deal of food from the moths, 
and at the same time the 
property 


owners have their wood lands cleaned 
up. and not infrequently at an imme- 
' eiate cash return. The state deducts 


the cost of cutting and returns 
the 


surplus, if any, to the owners. 
II is not always possible for the far- 


.mer to cut out the oaks, gray birch, 
; and other hard wood on account of the 


expense, but the forestry department 
1 "with its equipment and force is able 


to remove this wood and sell It at fig- 
ures which approximate the actual cost 
of cutting. As a practical means of 
combating 'he ravages of the moths 
this method of procedure now followed 
hy the department, has proved emi- 
nently successful. 


Without further expense or equip- 


ment the forestry department can cut 
25,000 cords of wood a season, provid- 
ed that market can he found for the 
supply. The suggestion of selling this 
wood to the poor at cost is now of- 
fered as a practical solution of the 
problem.
